EXPENSES OF FARMERS 


A farm er who operates a farm 
for profit is entitled 
to 
deduct 
from gross income 
as necessary 
expenses 
all 
amounts 
expended 
(other Jthan those constituting cap­ 
ital expenditures) in the carrying 
on of the business of fanning. The 
cost of feeding and raising live­ 
stock maybe treated as an expense 
deduction insofar as such costs rep­ 
resent actual outlay, but not in­ 
cluding the value of farm produce 
grown upon the farm or the labor 
of the taxpayer. Also deductible is 
the cost of seed, minor repairs to 
farm buildings 
(other than the 
dwelling of the farm er), and small 
tools used up in the course of a 
short period. 
The cost of fuel and oil used for 
farm work. as well as repairs and 
maintenance of farm machinery, 
is deductible as 
a business 
ex­ 
pense; but the cost of farm ma­ 
chinery, 
equipment, 
and 
farm 
buildings represents a capital in­ 
vestment and is not an allowable 
deduction. The cost, however, may 
be recovered by depreciation al­ 
lowances. In the case of a farmer, 
the farm dwelling is not depreci­ 
able, except such part of it as may 
be used directly in farm ing opera­ 
tions. 
The cost of gasoline, re­ 
pairs and upkeep of an automobile 
if used wholly in connection with 
the taxpayer’s farm operations, as 
well as depreciation thereon, may 
be deducted, but if an automobile 
is used partly 
for business and 
partly for pleasure or the conven­ 
ience of the taxpayer or his fam ­ 
ily, the cost of operation may be 
apportioned according to the ex­ 
tent of the use for 
purposes of 
business and for pleasure or con­ 
venience, and the portion attribut­ 
able to business will be deductible 
jis a necessary business expense. 
The cost of hired laborers arui 
hired machines on a farm and the 
part of the board which is pur­ 
chased for hired laborers are de­ 
ductible. 
The value of products 
furnished by the farm and used in 
the board of hired laborers is not 


a deductible expense. Rations pur­ 
chased and furnished to laborers 
or sharecroppers are deductible as 
a 
part 
of 
the 
labor 
expense. 
Amounts paid to persons engaged 
in household work to the extent 
that their services 
are used in 
boarding and otherwise caring for 
farm laborers are deductible, but 
amounts paid for services of such 
employees engaged in caring for 
the farm er’s own household are 
not a deductible expense. 
Amounts expended in the devel­ 
opment of farms, orchards, and 
ranches prior to the time when 
the productive 
state is reached 
may be regarded as investment* 
of capital. 
The cost of planting 
trees, as well as the amounts ex­ 
pended by a farm er in the restora­ 
tion of soil fertility preparatory to 
actual production of crops and the 
cost of liming soil to increase pro­ 
ductiveness over a period of years 
are capital expenditures; but the 
cost of commercial fertilizer!, the 
benefit of which is of short dura­ 
tion and which have to be used ev­ 
ery year or so, even after a farm 
reaches the productive state, is de­ 
ductible as an expense. 
Amounts expended in purchas­ 
ing work, breeding, or dairy ani­ 
mals are regarded as investments 
of capital and may be depreciated 
unless such animals are included 
in inventory.

“Christ Jesus” w'as the subject of 
the Lesson-Sermon in all Churches 
of Christ, Scientist, on Sunday, 
February 28. 
The Golden Text was, “Jesus 
Christ the same yesterday, and to­ 
day, and for ever” (Hebrew's 13: 8). 
Among the citations which com­ 
prised the Lesson-Sermon was the 
following from the Bible, “Behold, 
the days come, saith the Lord, that 
I will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign and 
prosper, and shall execute judg­ 
ment and justice in the earth. In 
his days Judah shall be saved, and 
Israel shall dwell safely: and this 
is his name whereby he shall be 
called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT­ 
EOUSNESS” (Jer. 23: 5, 6). 
The Lesson-Sermon also included 
the following passages from the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci­ 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy: 
“Throughout all generations both 
before and after the Christian era, 
the Christ, as the spiritual idea,— 
the reflection of God,—has come 
with some measure of power and 
grace to all prepared to receive 
Christ, Truth. 
Abraham, Jacob, 
Moses, and the prophets caught 
glorious glimpses of the Messiah, or 
Christ, which baptized these seers 
in the divine nature, the essence of 
Love. The divine image, idea, or

The last of the 150 foot trusses, 
largest in the world, was swung 
into place last 
Monday 
at the 
Douglas plant, Higgins and Mann­ 
heim 
roads, 
months 
ahead 
of 
schedule. 
J he plant has 
made ingenious 
use of wood in the conservation 
of steel and other critical materials 
tor more urgent w ar purposes. The 
use of 27 million board feet of 
lumber in the 
construction will 
save about 30,000 tons of steel, cop­ 
per and 
aluminum 
for building 
ships, planes and tanks. 
Most striking use of wood is in 
the 150 foot trusses, combined with 
laminated wood columns and join­ 
ed with metal connectors in recent­ 
ly developed ways 
that equalize 
the stress and permit wider spans 
than were considered possible a 
few years ago. 
Overhead 
conveyors 
will 
be 
suspended later as a part of the 
straight line production method of 
turning out the large 
transport 
and cargo ships. 
The structural 
fram e of the main building alone 
saved 20,000 tons of steel. Asbes- 
ton siding instead of masonry re­ 
sulted in substantial savings in 
man power and expense. 
Other savings resulted from the 
use of pressed wood reflectors in 
the 
plant’s 
fluorescent 
lighting 
system, a synthetic white enamel 
surface avoiding the use of porce­ 
lain enameled steel with no loss 
in lighting efficiency. 


Uses Fiber, Plastic Pipes 


Fiber downspouts, asbestos and 
plastic pipe, wooden manhole cov­ 
ers, 
and 
nonmetallic 
ventilating 
ducts 
and

radiator 
housings also answered the gov­ 
ernm ent’s request to save critical 
metals. 
The Austin company has a cur­ 
rent construction pay roll of 8,- 
100, including the structural steel 
workers who had to become ac­ 
customed to handling wood.

substantial 
portion 
of the 
plant area — farm land a few 
months ago — has already been 
turned over to Douglas, which re­ 


cently announced that production 
ot L-o4 transports was under way 
at the plant. 
Because of the highly inflamma­ 
ble nature of this huge structure, 
a fire departm ent comprising 27 
men is on duty a t all times under 
eight-hour shifts. Mechanized fire 
equipment is of the best and in­ 
cludes pumping equipment larger 
rn size than that of any local fire 
department.

main assembly-line building is now 
nearly completed, Douglas officials 
were non-committal on the date 
when the first 
transport would 
take off for its trial test, but in­ 
dicated that it would be several

W ith the construction work near­ 
ly completed the Austin company, 
contractors for the job, have laid 
off or transferred 6,000 employees, 
leaving but 2,500 still on the job.

He saw his first Broadway play in 1935 
and, turning to his companion, com­ 
mented, "Why, for the love of Mike, I 
could write a better play than that in 
twenty-four hours!” And exactly within 
the specified 
time, 
he 
produced 
"My 
H eart’s in the Highlands,” which turned 
out to be a Broadway hit. His next play, "The Time of Your Life,” 
won both the Pulitzer Prize and the New York Drama Critics’ Award, 
the first play ever to receive both honors. Saroyan created a coast-to- 
coast uproar when he calmly refused to accept the Pulitzer Prize. 
In 1940, a collection of his stories, "My Name Is Aram,” was made 
a Book-of-the-Month Club choice, and now "The Human Comedy,” 
his first novel, is a Club 
book-of-the-month for March. "The Human 
Comedy” was written from the movie script which Saroyan 
had al­ 
ready sold to Mctro-Goldwyn-Mayer; 
"The Human Comedy” is about a 
Postal Telegraph boy named Homer 
Macauley, who lives in a small town in 
California. (Saroyan was a messenger 
boy in Fresno, California, himself, not 
so many years ago.) Homer is bound 
and determined to be the best messen­ 
ger boy there ever was. He loves every­ 
thing about his job, except delivering 
those messages which begin: "The War Department regrets to inform 
you . . .” 
The author has a romantic and unbounded love for the common 
people. He has an equal dislike for phonies and hypocrites, whom he 
satirizes mercilessly— such as Mr. Byfield, the athletic coach of Homer’s 
high school, who doesn’t want Homer to win the Two-Twenty Low 
Hurdle Race because Homer is a poor boy, and therefore can’t amount 
to much. Hubert Ackley, the Third, on the other hand, comes of a 
wealthy family, is a perfect little gentleman, and, automatically, in 
Mr. Byfield’s opinion, should be the winner of the race. 
High point in humor in the book is the time that Ulysses, Homer’s 
four-year-old brother, gets caught in the bear trap in Mr. Covington’s 
Sporting Goods Store. It’s a remarkably 
fine trap, guaranteed to "hold the ani­ 
mal aloft without damage to fur or 
body.” The only trouble is that the in­ 
ventor has neglected to figure a way of 
getting 
the animal — in 
this case, 
Ulysses— out of the trap after he is in 
it. Everybody in town comes in to give 
advice; Ulysses is the sensation of the 
day; but it all ends pleasantly enough 
when Big Chris, the strongest man in 
town and, also, a noble human being, 
not only breaks the trap open, but pays 
Mr. Covington the twenty-dollar list price for the damage he has done. 
If you want to have the time of your life, read Saroyan’s “[The

of food, fewer delicacies 


Black market 
means plenty of 
spoiled meat 


“During the last week, due to 
food rationing, too many are get­ 
ting panicky about the food situa­ 
tion, and the general impression 
is we are on the brink of starva­ 
tion. Such is far from the facts, 
and folks generally In cities and 
towns should compose their minds,” 
.states 
Farm 
Adviser, 
C. 
A. 
Hughes. 
“Certain foods will be limited, 
and housewives by studying sup­ 
plies on the grocers’ shelves, will 
find that they will continue to have 
plenty, although 
many delicacies 
will disappear. The point is not 
to grieve about not having pine­ 
apple, etc. 
Forget about these 
scarce articles. There is an abund­ 
ance of cereals on hand now, and 
plenty of meat. The black meat 
m arket is going to be the cause 
of more hoarded meat eventually 
spoiling, than good citizens should 
allow or permit. 
Allow m eat to 
pass through regular channels and 
all will have enough meat. Farm ­ 
ers have feed lots filled with live­ 
stock thtt will come to market. 
They are going to grow all crops 
they can, and except for a severe 
drought which is improbable, the 
farm production will be equal to 
1942 or above. 
“Many townspeople are consid­ 
ering plowing lawns, improvised 
lots, etc., for gardents. Don’t do 
it. 
Unless yo.u have a patch of 
ground in good condition forget 
the Victory Garden idea. 
Unless 
you have time to work a garden 
don’t put one out. Your time had 
better be put in at another essen­ 
tial operation. Our vegetable grow­ 
ers are expecting to put out as 
much acreage as they can and 
they doubtless will do as well as 
in 1942 even with greater handi-

Farm bureau 
endorses farm 
account book 


“To assist farm ers 
in one of 
their most perplexing problems of 
paying the new taxes, we have de­ 
vised a special account book for 
farm ers to use on the cash basis. 
We have inspected all kinds and 
sorts of farm account books, but 
all are very 
unsatisfactory and 
none will give the answers wanted 
as to the income tax a farm er must 
pay on the cash basis or the Vic­ 
tory Tax he must pay at the end 
of the year from net income. The 
University has a very good book 
to be used on the inventory plan, 
but since almost 99% of the pay­ 
ments are on the cash basis it is 
of very little use to farm ers. The 
book the Bureau will be using is 
in a large part the work of Mr. 
I. D. Allison who has worked on 
farm income tax returns the past 
twTo years. 
The book is so de­ 
vised th at it closes out in a dupli­ 
cate of form 1040-F which is the 
income tax form schedule. Also, 
the book has been especially de­ 
signed to take care of the prob­ 
lems of the dairy and vegetable 
farm er of Cook county,” states 
Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“The first year’s cost of the book 
will be about fifty cents or pos­ 
sibly some more. Since the same 
forms may be used thereafter they 
should be cheaper after this first 
year. 
“It is anticipated that they will 
be off the press by March 20, and 
Farm Adviser Hughes will hold a 
series of township meetings to de­ 
liver and explain the keeping of 
the records. 
“While there is a possibility of 
a change in the revenue paving 
basis there is 
no question that 
whatever change is made for the 
farm er it will depend on fairly ac­ 
curate records. Furtherm ore, with 
the establishment of field offices it 
appears there is a possibility of 
farm incomes being called into 
question more and more from this 
time on.” 


Farm help now 
moving north 


The University 
of 
Illinois is 
picking up a number of men from 
farm s in the southern part of Illi­ 
nois, where there is a surplus of 
labor and men who are used to do­ 
ing farm work and transferring 
them to northern Illinois where 
we have a shortage of farm labor. 
In the meantime, these men are 
taken to the University and given 
a period of a week or two with 
the University dairy herd and in­ 
structed on the care of crops and 
machinery. 
They handle machin­ 
ery, tearing it down and getting 
instructions on the successful op­ 
erations of farm machines. 
These men are available to the 
farm ers of northern Illinois on ap­ 
plication.

There is a possibility of getting 
Mexican labor this year on some of 
our vegetable farm s, according to 
the latest reports th at w e have 
been able to get. However, wre do 
not believe that Mexican help will ^ 
be as plentiful as it was last year 
and we wish to warn farm ers that 
they must not put too much de­ 
pendence upon a plentiful supply 
of this help until it actually ma­ 
terializes. 
To supply extra 
help, 
county J 
superintendent of schools, Noble 
J. Puffer, is working with the Farm 
Bureau in an effort to make all of 
the high school age boys available 
that farm ers wrish to use. The plan 
is to request the high school prin- 
cipals in the suburban schools to 4* 
carefully 
canvass 
the 
available 
help that they might have in their 
schools. Farm ers will be at liberty 
to go to their nearest suburban 
high school and, through the prin­ 
cipal, make arrangem ents to get * 
such help as he needs. 
“There are a number of difficul­ 
ties, we realize, in using these high 
school boys,” states Farm Adviser, 
C. A. Hughes. 
“On the part of 
the student, he m ay not be ac- 
quainted with farm work and he 3 
cannot be expected to make a full 
hand on the farm , 
however, in 
many cases a number of these boys 
proved to be very good workers. 
They require a certain amount of 
tolerant coaching by the farm ers 
until they get toughened in to do- 
ing farm wrork. Their wages should 
be gauged according to the amount 
of work that these boys can do. 
Must Expect Work 
“At the same time an effort is ^ 
going to be made through the w 
schools to acquaint these boys with 
what to expect on a farm and that 
they too should be tolerant towards 
the life th at they will expect to 
live while on the farm and that 
these are times when all are ex- £ 
pected to do more than their par­ 
ticular share of work. 
“Frequently farm ers w7ait until 
a day before they m ed help and 
expect to have some me available 
immediately to come out to their 
farm s. This is not possible and 9 
we suggest that farm ers go to 
their nearest high school some time 
before school is out or before they 
need this help and make their 
wants known to tho principal. 
“A list of all coo] orating high 
% 
schools in this territory will be put 
in the hands of each farm er prob­ 
ably within a month 
from this 
time. Further announcements will 
be made about this arrangem ent in 
the not too distant future.”
